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Applicant's election of clainns 19-28 in the reply filed on Oct. 9, 2003 is 
acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the 
supposed errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an 
election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). Claims 1-18 and 29 are withdrawn from 
further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected 
invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Claim 19-28 recite further 
restrictable inventions as described below. 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claims 19-23, drawn to a vaporizer having a specified orifice member, 
classified in class 261, subclass 152. 

II. Claim 24, drawn to a vaporizer wherein liquid flows in an annular spray 
flow state, classified in class 261, subclass 152. 

II. Claims 25-28, drawn to a vaporizer having a vaporization surface whose 
temperature can be independently controlled, classified in class 392, 
subclass 399. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions I, II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation. Invention I 
requires the specified orifice member but does not require the annular spray flow state 
of invention II or the vaporization surface with independent temperature control of 
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invention III. Invention II requires the annular spray flow state but does not require the 
specified orifice member of invention I or the vaporization surface with independent 
temperature control of invention III. Invention III the requires vaporization surface with 
independent temperature control but does not require the specified orifice member of 
invention I or the annular spray flow state of invention II. Thus, two-way distinctness 
exists between each pair of inventions. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject 
matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
